These buildings, which housed 
66 persons, were condemned for 
occupancy but were not ordered 
torn :down. Inspectors found 
that repairs needed.to meet min- 
imum housing standards were 
so éxtensive they could not be 
made while the buildings were 
occupied. 

Since the drive began ‘three 

weeks. ago, 36 buildings housing 
184 persons have been ordered 
vacated pending repairs. 
, There are approximately 1000 
buildings in the 45-block inspec- 
tion area south of Cass avenue, 
west of Jefferson avenue and 
east of Grand boulevard. Dur- 
ing the week inspectors extended 
their.surveys into 10 more 
blocks and went into 150 homes. 
About 42 per cent of the area 
has been covered. 

The inspectors this week found 
593 housing law violations, of 
which-145 involved fire hazards 
— defective heating units, im- 
proper exits, combustible par- 
titions, accumulation of com- 
bustible rubbish. 

There were 109 inside struc- 
tural hazards listed — defective 
floors, walls, stairs, joists—and 
140 outside structural hazards in 
walls, porches, roofs, cornices.

| government to the Union of 
South Africa as a member of

Situation in South Africa “‘has 
been. brought about by the racial 
| policies of the government of the 
Union of South Africa. and- the 
| continued disregard by thaé gov- 
| ernment of the resolutions of the 
|General Assembly calling upon 
it to revise its policies and bring 
_them into conformity with its 
obligations and_ responsibilities 
‘under the Charter.” 

The resolution recognizes that 
the situation in South Africa al- 
'ready has led to international 
‘friction and could endanger 
_ world peace. This finding opens 
| the door to continging U. N. ac- 
| tion — including, at least in 
\theory, economic, diplomatic, 
|and even military sanctions. 
| Diplomats here feel that South 
_Africa may be plunged into a 
full-scale civil war, Intervention 
_in such a war by other inde- 
pendent African nations is seen 
as a real possibility. 

Killings Deplored. 

The resolution deplores -the 
loss of life among Africans, and 
equally deplores ‘the policies 
and actions of the government 
of the Union of South Africa 
| which have given rise to the 
present situation.” 

It calls on the South African 
government “‘to initiate meas- 
ures aimed at bringing about 
racial harmony based on equal- 
.ity to insure that the present 
situation does not continue or 
_ recur and to abandon its policies 
of apartheid and racial discrim- 
| ination.” 

Finally, the Security Council 
addressed a broad request to 
the Secretary General, “in con- 
sultation with the government 
of.the Union of South Africa, to 
make such arrangements ‘as 
would adequately help in up- 
holding the purpose and princi- 
ples of the Charter and to re- 
port to the Security Council 
whenever necessary and app 
riate.”’ 

Charter provisions referred to 
here include ‘‘universal respect 
for, and observance. of, human 
rights and fundamental freedoms 
for all without distinction as ‘to 
race, sex, language or religion.”
